BLL QUIET IN HAVANA| 


‘Messages Are Sent to White House 
Immediately Upon Receipt. 


THE SITUATION IS BEING CLOSELY WATCHED 


National Red Cross Society Will Be 
Allowed To Go to Work on 
the Island. 


Washington, January 14.—The last news 
of the day from Consul General Lee came 
to the state department about 2 o’elock and 
was at once sent over to the white house. 

It went to confirm the previous reports 
and was a simple statement by General 
Lee that at noon today all was quiet in 
Havana. 

One of the dispatches received today 
stated there would be no objection to the 
presence in Havana of Miss Clara Barton, 
of the National Red Cross, the authorities 
being ready to extend to her the same 
privileges as those given to any other citi- 
zen of the United States. 

When the cabinet met at 10 o’clock Gen- 
eral Lee's dispatches formed the basis of 
a short discussion. The members of the 
cabinet professed to feel satisfied with the 
situation. . 

The senate resolution calling for informa- 
tion as io what had been done by the 
president to safeguard American interests 
in Havana during the period of rioting was 
received from ‘the state department and 
also briefly talke@ over, with a view to de- 
termining the nature of the reply to be 
made. 

General Lee's cablegram also stated that 
while he did not see any indications of 
the resumption of the riots, yet in view of 
the inflammable situation in Havana, he 
believed that there might be further trou- 
ble. He added that he did not anticipate 
another outbreak. yet would not be sur- 
prised at one. None of the disturbance 
he reported had been directed against the 
United States or American citizens. 

The cabinet discussion showed that the 
president,\ while decided not to send a 
warship to Cuba at present, does purpose 
to keep one of more vessels within a rea- 
sonable distance of Havana, so that one 
of our ships may reach there within six 
hours in the event of a sudden call for its 
presence from General Lee. 

Should our consul general say that the 
emergency demands it, a vessel will be 
sent instantly, it is stated. : 
American Saw the Riot. 

January 14—A dispatch to. 
“ i Tampa. Fla., says: Among 

the passengers from Havana was W. lL. 

Fulton, a cattle dealer. When the riot 

started in Havana he was near the first 

newspaper office attacked. He says the 
mob was led by officers of the Spanish vo!- 
unteers, who had become enraged over 
the autonomist articles in the papers. 

They attacked the offices of La Discuscion 

and La Diario de la Marina, totally wreck- 

ing them. 

News of the riot reached Blanco and 
he sent officers from his personal staff 
to quell the mob. There was a platoon 
of regulars in charge of a Spanish colonel, 
and as soon as he spoke the mob recogn'zed 
h'm and made a demonstration against 
him. Words ensued and some of the yol- 
unteers slapped the colonel’s face. 

He was then séized and his badge torn 

off and trampled on the ground. The 
crowd all the time was crying “Viva 
Spain!’ The colonel’s uniform was torn 
off. The crowd then proceeded to the of- 
fice of La Lucha, a semi-government organ, 
smashed its presses and threw the type 
*into the street. El Reconcentrados suffered 
the same fate a:‘few moments later. This 
This was all dono because these papers 
favored autonomy. 

About three minutes before the Ol vette, 
on which Fulton sailed, left Havana a pas- 
senger was brought aboard whé said that 
as he was leaving the pier he heard that 
an American woman had been shot during 
the riot. 

Admiral Moves Battleships. 

Washington, January 14.—The North At- 
lantic squadron, which has been gathering 
at Hampton Roads, is tq sail southward 
tomorrow, Lest there should be any misun- 
derstanding of the purpose of the cruise, the 
orders under which the vessels will proceed 
have been made public, and taken in +on- 
nection with the department's 
Admiral Sicard, the navy department sys, 
show that the squadron’s movemenis have 
mo reference to Cuba. 

These orders are made by Admiral §&i- 
card, and are issued in identical form to } 
the commanders of the various ships mak- | 
ing up the squadron. They are daied at 
Fort Monroe, January llth, on board the 
flagship New York, and begin as follows:

M'KENNA’S PATE 
HANGS IN BALANCE 


Sepate Postpones Vote on Confirmation 
Until Next Friday. 


ALLEN CAUSES THE DELAY

Senators Hoar and White Assert That 
ibe Fight on the Californian Is 
Made by the A. P.A.

Washington, January 14.—Almost the en- 
tire four hours of the executive session of 
the senate today were devoted to the in- 
direct cons‘deration of the nomination of 
Hon. Joseph McKenna, now attorney, gen- 
eral, to be associate justice of the supreme 
court, 

The dietussion was the result of an effort 
on the part of Senator Allen, of Nebraska, 
populist, to secure a postponement for two 
weeks. In the end a compromise was 
reached deferring consideration until a 
week from today on the condition that 
the Nebraska senator should agree to al- 
low a vote to be taken on that day. The 
Hawalian treaty was not touched upon 
during the session. 

The debate upon Mr. McKenna’s nomina- 
tion was precipitated by Senator Hoar, 
chairman of the committee on judiciary, 
who called up the nomination jn accordance 
with his notice of yesterday and asked for 
immediate action. In doing this Mr. Hoar 
spoke briefly of the opposition of Mr. Mc- 
Kenna, saying that the jud‘ciary commit- 
tee had investigated most of the charges 
made and had reached the conclusion tnat 
they were without foundation. He said 
that the greater number of charges had 
been made by the members of the Ameri- 
can Protective Association, and that as 
they fhad been founded solely upon the 
fact that Mr. McKenna was a Catholic in 
religion, they had not been deemed worthy 
of serious consideration. Mr. Hoar dwelt 
,; 4t some length upon this point, excoriat- 
| ing any men who would attempt to inject 
a question of religion into a controversy 
over a man’s fitness for office. He said 
that such an effort was entirely un-Ameri- 
can and unpatriotic and should not for a 
moment receive the consideration of fair- 
minded men. 

Senator White, of California, also spoke 
of the efforts of the American Protective 
Association to interfere with the course of 
the senate in giving proper attention to a 
question, the determination of which 
should depend upon considerations of fit- 
ness and justice as between man and man 
rather thanupon an appeal to bigotry, 
prejudice and a false clam of patriotism. 
He spoke of the American Protective As- 
sociation as “fools who could not be prop- 
erly characterized in the senate.’’ He had 
no patience, he said with men who held the 
opinion that Catholics must necessarily 
consult. the pope, or some other high func- 
tionary of the Catholic church in every 
important transaction of their lives, and 
added that he was convinaged that the 
American senate would not be influenced 
fora moment by such representations as 
mn order of the character of the American 
Protective Association would make. Mr. 
McKenna’'s confirmation should depend en- 
tirely upon different considerations, As for 
i himself, while he did not contend that Mr. 

“McKenna was a giant in his legal attain- 

ment, still he believed him to be an honor- 
| able man, a competent lawyer and a just 
jurist, and he should support his confirma- 
tion. 

It was here that Mr. Alien interposed an 
objection to immediate action. When his 
request for two weeks’ delay was meét 
with refusal he took the floor aml pro- 
ceeded to give his reasons for the request, 
which were in the main that he wanted, 
and he thought they should have, more 
time for consideration than had been given 
to it. He calied attention to the impor- 
tance of the office to which Mr, McKenna 
had been named, saying it was a place 
which he would occupy probably during the 
remainder of his life. and that the senate 
and the American public had a right to 
demand that the charges should be s:fted 
to the bottom. He said that so far as 
the opposition of the American Protective 
Association was concerned, it did not in- 
fluence him in the least, and he agreed 
with all that had been said as to the im- 
propriety of any interference in a matter 
of ths character on account of relf{zious 
prejudices or predilection. There were still 
other charges wich were to his mind far 
more serious, and to prove that such was 
the case, he read at length from Ie¢tters 
and newspapers attacking Mr. McKenna’s 
record as an attorney and jurist on the 
ground of want of legal attainments. The 
greater part of Mr. Allen's speech was 
devoted to reading these documents. He 
called especial attention to an attack made 
by the bar of the Pacific coast, which, he 
said, was deserv ng of more attention than 
had been given it. He also stated that he 
had understood that the charge had been 
made that large corporations had been in- 
| strumental in securing Mr. .McKenna’s 
nomination. He thought this matter also 
should be looked into more thoroughly than 
the senate had had opportunity to do. 

Mr. Ailen disclaimed any intention to 
father any of the charges made. but 
serted that his sole purpose was to secure 
time for their proper investigation. He 
added that he might himself vote for Mr.

They prate about parity between 
gold and the different forms of currency, 
so they can save themselves a little or 
make a little on exchange, and they lose 
entire sight of the greater question of 
prices which the people should have for 
their products. There can be no question 
that with gold as the standard of value, 
there must be continued and‘ constant de- 
preciation im the gold value of products, 
because of the appreciation of gold brought 
about by the demonetization of silver all 
over the world. We argue for the restora- 
tion of silver because in that way, and 
that: way alone, can we secure the stable 
standard which will give the debtor an 
equal right with the creditor.” 

Hartman, of Montana. 


Congressman Hartman, of Montana, {is 
one of the ‘ablest silver men in congress. 
In discussing Senator Edmunds’s  state- 
ment, he said: ‘The gold standard advo- 
cates acknowledge it as an economic truth 
which is well established that the depres- 
sion on agriculture the world over is due 
to the low prices received for the products 
of the farms. and that these low prices 
are directly traceable to the demonetiza- 
tion of silver and the constant apprecia- 
tion of the gold dollar which is made the 
standard of value. In contending for a 
stable standard, Senator Edmunds simply 
takes the position which has from the first 
held by the bimetallists. The statis- 
furnished by even the gold standard 
statisticians tell the story of the constant 
appreciation of gold. It is not a theory; 
it is an economic fact that gold is constant- 
in value measured in 
therefore it cannot be a 
stable standard. When Senator Edmunds 
declares that the desideratum is a stable 
standard of value, he gives way the whole 
argument. The gold contention has been 
that gold was the proper standard because 
their countries had adopted gold, and that 
if low prices resulted. from this standard, 
the people would have to stand it, and it 
was test for them. They cannot seriously 
contend that the gold standard is a stable 
standard.”

SIXTY TRUE BILLS HAVE BEEN BROUGHT 


Some of the Men Confess They Partic- 
ipated in Irregularities—Others 
Make Denials. | 


Marietta, Ga. January 14.—(Spectal.)— 
Judge Gober’s charge to the grand jury 
on last Monday morning concerning the 
recent city election was heeded by the 
jurors. They adjourned this afternoon, but 
not before making some racy presentments. 
They have spent most of their time in- 
vestigating the alleged irregularities at 
the election, and have returned about six: 
ty true Dills. 

The first bills found were those against 
Messrs. Brumby and Glover, candidates 
for mayor, and Mr. Brumby’s son for car- 
rying pistols to the polls. Ag soon as the 
bills were returned Mr. Glover demanded 
trial. He was represented by Mozler & 
Gr'ffin. E. P. Green and J. Z. Foster. The 
hearing created a good deal of excitement 
and there were a number of witnesses 
sworn. The jury returned in about five 
minutes after they retired with a verdict 
of not guilty. . 

Mr. Brumby and his son entered pjeas 
of guilty and were fined a total of $000 in 
four cases, 

There are about fifty bills besides those 
mentioned against illegal voters. Some 
were charged with not being residents of 
the city, some not having paid taxes and 
some charged as repeating. All the bills 
except those against Messrs. Glover and 
3rumby were found after court adjourned 
and have not yet been tried. 

The voting’ list and records were vsed 
by the grand jury in getting most of the 
cases, Of course no witnesses could 
be found who saw any votes bought or 
sold. and it was hard work for the grand 
jury to get information. 

Sohcitor General Thomas Hutcherson has 
been especially diligent in the search for 
illegal voters and says that he intends to 
see to it that the illegal voters of this 
and every other county in h-s circuit are 
miinished. 

Solicitor Hutcherson is everybody's 
friend, but hews to the line under any and 
all circumstances. 

Mr. Seaborn Crawley, president of Lau- 
re] Mills Manufacturing Company of Ros- 
weil, was foreman of the grand jury and 
dii his duty with gloves off in a fair and 
impartial manner, 

While it is deplored that 
ments have come about and many peo- 
ple are held up by the court, still it is 
hoped that good will result after all; that 
a registration law will be passed for the 
city and all elections in the future will 
be determined by white primaries.

TRUST COMPANY IN BAD SHAPE. 


President Ormsby Declines To Receive 
or Pay Out Money. 
Louisville, Ky., January 14.—President H. 
D. Ormsby, of the Kertucky Trust Com- 
pany, will make his report cf the affairs 
of the company to the board of trustees 
t morrow, and it is predicted that not 
only will tre report show that the company 
is in financial straits, but that the president 
will reccmmend that an assignment be 
made at once that all of the creditors of 

the ecrcern will be treated alike. 

That the company has not made any ar- 
rar-gemecnt before this has been a matter 
of considerable discussion among bankers 
and business men. gererally. The assign- 
ment was foreshadowed this morning, how- 
ever, when President Ormsby gave his or- 
ders to employees of that company that 
no money should be paid out to amy one 
and no money received unless it was in 
payment of money due the company. 

As a consequence, every one calling for 
the morey they had on deposit was in- 
formed of the orders and that the company 
woud not pay anything until dt was learn- 
ed how matters stood. 

When asked this afternoon if the com- 
pany will continue in business, Mr. Ormsby 
said it would not and could not continue. 
He also added that there was no hope of 
paying out dollar for dollar. Further than 
this he refused to commit himself. How- 
ever, it is clear from this.that the company 
is heavily imvolved and that President 
Ormsby will probably recommend that a re- 
ceiver be appointed to take charge of the 
company and to close its business. 

Mr. Ormsby stated that as far as he had 
examined there were no theft on the part 
of William Reinecke, the missing vice pres- 
ident and manager of the company. 

The principal wrong doing of the missing 
man seemed to be that he took the money 
of the company as loans to himself without 
first wetting thre consent cf the board of 
trustees. All of the imvestments he had 
made had turned cut badly and as a «cn- 
sequence the assets of the company wero 
rather pcor.

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CAPTAIN CARTER 
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PACED BY GILLETTE 


Latter Reviews the Work at Cumberland 
Sound in Detail. 


| Says the Mattresses Cost the Govern- 


ment Too Heavily. 


SOME GRAVE ACCUSATIONS ARE MADE 


Carter’s Prosecutor Was on the Wit- 
ness Stand at the Courtmartial 
Yesterday. 


Savannah, Ga., January 14.—Captain Cas- 
sius E. Gillette, Successor to Captain O. M. 
Carter upon the government harbor works 
for the Savannah district, and the officer 
who first brought the charges against his 
predecessor to the attention of the war de- 
partment, occupied the witness stand be- 
fore the courtmartial today to testify in 
behalf of the government. 

There was much interest manifested in 
Captain Gillette’s testimony, which it was 
known would relate largely to alleged de- 
viations from the specifications contained 
in the contract for the work. On the open- 
ing of the court Colone) Barr, judge advo- 
cate, introduced as evidence a certificate 
of the tncorperation of the Atlamtic Con- 
tracting Company, under the laws of West 
Virginia, showing that John F. Gaynor was 
an incorporator and stockholder to the ex- 
tent of 2,993 shares, B. D. Green to the ex- 
tent of shares and William T. Gaynor, 
R. H. Greem and James H. .\ndrews to the 
extent of five shares each, the par value 
of the shares being $5. Colonel Barr also 
offered in evidence the contracts approved 
in October, 1896, for improving the works 
in the Savannah river and at Cumberland 
sound, Captain Gillette testified thait he had 
been familiar with similar harbor works, 
having, had charge of those in Humboldt 
harbor, California. Captain Gillette then 
told the court about a mat'tress he inspect- 
ed at Cumberland sound July 3lst, eleven 
days after he had relieved Captain Carter 
on the work here. This mattress he said 
was loosely made, so that a person walking 
on it would sink into it, and if the eight 
courses had been taken apart, he stated, 
three of them would have fallen to pieces. 
It did not, he said, meet the requirements 
of the contract. 

When asked if it was of as much intrinsic 
value or of as great cost in construction as 
mattresses of the third class named in the 
speciiications, Captain Carter’s attorney, 
‘Mr. Frank P. Blair, objected, strongly hoid- 
ing that the cost ef the mattress to the 
contractors had notning to do with the 
case. and that itt made no difference to 
the Unilted States if the mattresses hatl 
been given to the contractors, the question 
being whether they were in accordance 
with the specifications. There was a long 
argument on this question between oppos- 
ing counsel, (Mr. A. J. Ross. for Captain 
Carter, also holding that acts pursuant to. 
an alleged conspiracy could not be proven 
for the purpose of proving the conspiracy. 
Colonel Parr satd he regretted counsel had 
entcred these objections so early ‘n the case, 
as he had hoped for their co-operation 
getting out the truth. Mr. Ross assured him 
of this co-operation. The court decided that 
the question could be asked, and Captain 
Gillette stated that such mattresses as he 
had seen at Cumberland sound would cost 
the contractors from 10 to 15 cents per 
square yard, whereas they had been re- 
ceiving $1.10 per square yard for them. The 
mattress he saw measured more than 3,000 
square yards, and the cost of it to the gov- 
ernment was about $3,600.

Columbus, Ga., January 14.—(Special.)—R. 
W. Hale, a Pike county, Georgia, farmer, 
has realized the value of diversified crops 
on a farm by his experience during the 
year just closed. He made forty-six bales 
of cotton and sold it for less than it cost 
him to produce it. On the other hand Mr. 
Hale has a young orchard of forty-six acres 
of fruit trees. Only ten acres were old 
enough to bear any fruit last season, but 
nevertheless fruit men paid him one thou- 
sand dollars cash ‘to let them ship what 
they wanted to from tbe orchard. When 
they got through a distiller gave Mr. Hale 
two barrels of brandy for what fruit was 
left. After this, the hogs had a feast on 
the balance. 


BIGGEST HOG IN THE WORLD. 


The Animal Lived Near Columbus and 
Weighed 1,000 Pounds. 


January 14.—(Special.)— 
What was claimed to be the biggest hog 
in the world died here yesterday. It. was 
the property of Prank Williams, of Phenix 
City, and weighed over a thousand pounds. 
Tne animal was over four feet high, was 
seven- feet and nine inches in girth, and 
was about ten feet long. Its owner had 
just brought him in from a tour of exhibi- 
tion, and the hog died at the end of the 
journey. Northern parties had made flat- 
tering offers to Mr. Williams for the prop- 
erty, but he had refused them.

He Almost Saw the Indians Departing 
from Columbus. 


A VETERAN BUSINESS MAN 


For Over Forty Years He Has Been 
an Active Figure. 


GIVES ANNIVERSARY DINING TO HIS FRIENDS 


Colonel McGehee’s Part in the Devel- 
opment and Upbuilding of 
Columbus. 


Columbus, Ga., January 14.—(Special.)— 
The celebration of the seventieth anniver- 
sary of the birthday of Colonel Alien C. Mc- 
Gehee marked the passing of another mile- 
stone in the life of one of Columbus's oldest 
and best known citizens. For half a cen- 
tury Colonel McGehee has been a resident 
of this eity and has seen it grow up from

the comparatively unimportant place of 
ante-bellum times to its present prosperity 
and fame. 

When He First Came. 

Things were far different when Colonel 
McGehee first set foot om Columbus soil 
some sixty years ago. What are now broad 
Streets and avenues, then consisted for the 
most part of a mass of swamp. Colonel 
McGehee’s home is located in one of the 
most thickly settled portions of the pres- 
ent city, but he can recall well the times 
when he shot ducks in what was thena 
lagoon in its rear, extending for blocks 
through the heart of the present town. 

Colonel McGehee was born in Jones coun- 
ty, Georgia, in 1827, his father being’ Thomas 
McGehee, a Virginian. The family moved 
to Harris county when he was a little boy 
‘only a few years old. He resided in Harris 
county until he was eighteen years of age, 
when he moved to Mobile, Ala., where he 
remained through the well remembered yel- 
low fever epidemic of 1848. During that fear- 
ful period he stuck jo his post, working 
night and day, and it was there that he 
made his first start in life. Very fortunate- 
ly he escaped the fever. The death rate 
was as high as forty a day in the height of 
the epidemic. Those who had the courage 
to remain in the city and stick to their jobs 
were well repaid. A hundred and fifty dol- 
lars a month was not an uncommon salary 
for a young man, 

Always Lived in Same House. 

About 1850 Colonel MeGehee came to Co- 
lumbus, of which city he has been a resi- 
dent ever since. His prerent home, built 
in 1845, stands On the site of the first court- 
house of Muscogee county. Colonel Me- 
Gehee was active and energetic and was 
very successful in bvsiness. As in the 
cases of many other southerners, how@gyer, 
most of his fortune was swept away b 
war. After it was over he set bravely to 
work to retrieve his fortunes. He was a 
cotton factor of prominencs and popular- 
ity. Colonel McGehee wis one of the or- 
ganizers and directors of the old Columbus 
bank. About twenty years ago he was 
compelled to retire from business on ac- 
count of paralysis. Although not actively 
engaged in business, he retains a lively in- 
terest in city affairs. 

Pursuant to a custom which he has fol- 
lowed for forty years, Colonel McGehee en- 
tertained a number of friends at an elegant 
dining, the occasion being the celebration 
of the anniversary of his birthday. Among 
the invited guests were quite a number 
who had known h'm.-from early manhood, 
and the oceasion was quite a pleasant 
one, 

The Monroe Railroad. 

Passengers who ride on the line of the 
Central of Georgia railway between Atlanta 
and Macon, with its magnificent roadbed 
and modern equipments, would little dream 
of the humble beginning of this LIne of 
the system. Colonel McGehee remembers 
it well. He recalls the day when the 
first train ran from Macon to Forsyth on 
what was then known as the Monroe rail- 
road and what later developed .into the 
Central. Forsyth was the terminus of the 
road. The occusion was the journey of 
his father and his family from Jones to 
Harris county. Their route lay through 
Forsyth, at which place were gathered 
thousands of people anxious to see the 
first train run over the road. In due time 
the queer looking Little train came up from 
Macon. The cars were crude looking af- 
fairs, with notops. Seated on rough bench- 
es on these oyen flats, the passengers could 
enjoy the breezes—and the cinders, The 
engine was a queer looking affair, with 
hardly any resemblance to the modérn jo- 
comotive. 

Exiling of the Indians. 

Another incident of his younger days 
that Colonel McGehee remembers well is 
the banishment of the Georgia Indians toe 
the west, in 1536. On the day that the 
tribes were to take their departure for the 
west the white settlers gathered for many 
miles around to watch them off. Harris 
county sent down a big delegation. The 
Indians were assembied across the river, 
where there were hundreds and hundreds 
of wagons, in which the journey to the 
west was to be made. The wagons were 
furnished by the government. There were 
no bridges spann.ng the Chattahoochee in 
those days, flats being used in crossing the 
stream.

session three days this week, trying some 
of those who Were indicted by the last 
grand jury for retailing spirituous liquors 
without hense, 

There wete abeut forty indictments found 
agaiust parties in various portions of the 
county for Vv o-Aticn of the loca] law. The 
act which made Screven county “dry” was 
a local law, and placed the license for sell- 
ing at 310,**. hesides requiring the recom- 
mendation cf two-thirds of the grand jury; 
and this vir.ually amounts to prohfbition.

stitutional law of the state declares that 
when an act is in the legislature, 
the caption shall set forth all the main 
points in the body of the act. so that a 
legislator in voting for or against it, may 
not be deccived thereby. In the case of 
the Screven law, the caption does not men- 
tion any penalty’ for the violation of the 
law, but simply says, to fix the license at 
$10,000 “and for other purposes.” 
this last sentence the fight was made. The 
counsel for the defendants held that it 
was unconstitutional in that it did not 
set forth a penalty. The solicitor, Colonel 
T. W. Oliver, argued that the phrase “for 
other purposes’ covered the whole ground, 
and to this view of the question Judge 
Overstreet agreed, overruling the demurrer. 


| ‘Will Be Carried Up. 


It will probably be carried up by the de- 
fendants’ attorneys, to be passed upon by 
the higher courts. In the local high license 
act whi¢h was passed for Bulloch county, 
very similar to the one in Screven, the 
caption failed to set forth the penalty, and 
neither did it have the words “for other 
purposes.”” The supreme court decided, in 
the 98th Georgia. that the law, on this 
account, Was unconstitutional. In the 
Screven county act, it must be admitted 
that words “for other purposes’’ are very 
broad and can be made to cover a multi- 
tude of things; and it is probable, in this 
way, the law will be able to stand the 
test. 

Only about four of the liquor cases were 
tried at this term, and the rest went over 
until the next session. Judge Overstreet 
has shown a disposition to break up the 
illegal traffic in the county. He is not in- 
clined to be lenient upon those who are 
found guilty in his court. Upon two this 
week who were convicted before him, 
though recommended to mercy, he imposed 
fines of $20 and costs and $200 and costs 


respectively. 


Failure in Hawkinsville.

A feature of the 
week wus the placing of an order by one 
railroad for 100,000 tons of steel rails, with 
smaller orders, aggregat»ng in the neigh- 
borhood of 25,00 tons more. Pig tron pro- 
duction is now at an unprecedented rate, 
the furnace capacity being estimated at 
1,000,000 tons a month. At the south man- 
ufacturing activity is a features sales of 
iron beimg very heavy. A good export 
demand, for cotton and grain at steady 
prices is a feature. At the east a number 
of strikes against wage reductions are re- 
ported or expected in the cotton industry. 

Some woolen mills, working on heavy 
men's wear goods are refusing orders, their 
capacity being fully booked. 

“Export trade is large, a gain of 8 per 
cent on the total of export of breadstuffs, 
cotton, mineral oils, cattle and hogs and 
provisions being shown both for December 
and the calendar year. 

The recent falling off in wheat exports 
prove, as was indicated last week in Brad- 
Street's, to have been due to the usual 
holiday quieting, and not to any falling 
off of demand from abroad. The total ex- 
port of wheat (flour included as wheat) 
from the United States and Canada for this 
week amounted to 5,135,166 bushels, against 
3,481,900 bushels Tast week, 3.948.060 bushels 
last year, 3.202.000 bushels in 1896 and 3,564,000 
bushels in 1895.

A WOMAN’S WILD STORY.

We have read with considerable care 
and interest the letter in The New York 
Journal which seems to have given the 
gold organs in Georgia and elsewhere 
such supreme satisfaction. We fail to 
find in it a word or a line on which to 
base their jubilation. Itis not an attack 
on the democratic party, but a particu- 
larly vivid exaltation of its principles, It 
is not an attack on Mr. Bryan, but a 
criticism of his attitude during a recent 
contingency to which the writer of the 
letter gives a magnified importance. 

In short, Mr. McEwen’s letter, apart 
from the very narrow grounds of his 
criticism, is a very‘ neat contribution 
to the general argument. in favor of de- 
mocracy. He accepts the term “Bryan- 
ism” for what it really means, and says 
that “the word stands now in the United 
States for the whole battle of the many 
against tyranny and gspoliation at the 
hands of the few. It is a declaration 
of war upon the plutocracy; not against 
property, but against the aggressions of 
property upon the rights of the people.”

That is the end.and aim of democracy— 
to dispose of or overthrow every ob- 
stacle that thrusts itself between the 
people and their natural rights. 

But what is the trouble with Mr. Bry- 
an, in the view of the writer in The 
Journal? It is very simple. “Bryan is 
revealing himself as a politician.”” When 
aml where did the révelation begin? 

When the 
Henry George party declared for the 
Chicago platform Mr. Bryan failed to 
send it a word of cheer.

It is bigger than all these, 
and is growing all the time, 

Mr. Bryan is not a politician, and. we 
thank heaven he is not. He is a plain, 
sincere, simple man of the people. If 
he is ambitious to be president, the am- 
bition is a worthy one, for the position 
will give him an opportunity to henefit 
the people. 3ut high as the office is, 
he will never stoop to get it, 
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nor will 
he surrender his principles, nor tempor- 
ize to secure power. 
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As to the Razor-Back Business. 

The letter of Mr. C. I. Ladson to a 
Witness in a railroad case secms to have 
created undue excitement in Augusta. 
If there was anything behind ‘it, the 
fact is mot made apparent.

Starting with this given number of 
federal survivors living in 1890, Mr. 
Porter calculates, with the aid of the 
latest mortuary tables, that the total 
number of federal survivors living in the 
United States at the present time can- 
not exceed 824,100. With respect to 
age, Mr. Porter divides this estimated 
number of survivors as follows: Under 
forty-five years of age, 115,000; between 
forty-five and fifty-four years of .age, 
487,500; between fifty-five and sixty- 
four years of age, 175,500; between six- 
ty-five and seventy-four years of age, 
40,000; between seventy-five and eighty- 
four years of age, 2,100; unknown, 3,000. 
While these figures are somewhat in ex- 
cess of the figures cited by The New 
York Sun several days ago, when it un-

the number of pensioners enjoying the 
bounty of the government, they never 
theless make it evident that grievous 
frauds are being perpetrated upon the 
gove ent under the federal pension 
systeh. Supposing the figures. of Mr. 
Porter to be approximately accurate and 
that the number of names on the pen- 
sion rolls is not in excess of the number 
of actual survivors, it still remains to be 
explained why there should be at this 
time some 178,000 “survivors who are 
applicants for federal pensions. If some 
of these unrecognized claims are just, 
it follows necessarily that some of the 
claims already allowed are unjust. 

Such is the vigorous and emphatic na- 
ture of the protest which is now going 
up from all parts of the country against 
the alleged outrages committed under 
the federal system that congress can 
hardly do less than take immediate ac- 
tion looking to the correction of the 
evils which now exist. In justice to the 
bona fide survivors of the union army 
who are properly entitled to their pen- 
sions as well as in justice to the conntry 
at large, some action should be taken 


in the matter. 
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The Round Cotton Bale. 

Undoubtedly much depends upon the 
successful outcome of the experiment 
known as the cylindrical process of bal- 
ing cotton. 

While the crude process which is now 
in vogue bears the stamp of age upon 
it, it is not on this accownt entitled to 
consideration, for its defects and short- 
comings are only too apparent. 50 
marked has been the less occasioned 
by this unsatisfactory process of baling 
that our farmers who have sustained 
the full weight of thig loss will be glad 
enough to adopt some other process, if 
they can satisfy themselves that they 
will really be benefited by the change. 
Speaking from the standpoint of the 
New England manufacturer, The Boston 
Herald makes the following comment 
upon the importance to commerce of the 
cylindrical process: 

The great danger with cotton under the 
ordinary system of packing is that, al- 
though the bales are compressed, sufficient 
oxygen is still retained in and through 
them to give vitality to a fire. A spark from 
a cigar, a match or a smokestack falls 
upon a bale of cotton during the process of 
packing or shipping, and works its way 
down toward the interior of the package. 
It may be weelts before it makes its evl- 
dence felt, but at the end of that time it 
sometimes finds its way, with greatly addad 
vigor, to the surface of the bale, and then 
one hears that the crew of a cotton ship 
or Steamer has suddenly discovered that 
the cargo is on fire, or the owners of a 
cotton warehouse have been startled to 
find that a fire has unaccountably broken 
out among the contents of their warehouse. 
This is a loss which the process of cylin- 
drical baling would eitirely obviate. be- 
s'des this, the eotton fiber would not be torn 
as it is under the present system of baling 
and covering, while, what is more, in ship- 
ment the space required for carrying a giv- 
en quantity of catton could be materially 
reduced. Undoubtedly the use of this or 
s0me other form of package will in time be- 
come general, but we are to be deprived 
of this general benefit for some time to 
come, for the reason that there are millions 
of dollars invested in cotton gins and cot- 
ton compresses of the old type, that would 
lose their value if this new system were 
generally adopted, 

So emphatic is the commercial demand 
for the round bale, and so earnest is the 
effort which is being made to perfect it 
that the present unsatisfactory square 
bale seems destined in time to become 
obsolete. 


As te the Distribution of feed. 

With systematic regularity our na- 
tional Jawmakers address themselycs 
each year to the weighty problem of 
statesmanship involved in the distribu- 
tion of garden seed. 

Apropos, there is now pending in con- 
gress a measure which seeks to appro- 
priate the sum of $130,000 to be expend- 
ed in the purchase of garden seed for 
distribution during the current year: 
and with the deepest solicitude for the 
welfare of the American farmer, it may 
be gravely inquired, does this yearly dis- 
tribution of garden seed over the United 
States accomplish the purpose for which 
it was intended? 

During the past decade some $1,200.- 
000 or more has been expended in this 
manner, and if any practical good has 
remilted therefrom, it has not made it- 
self apparent in the improved condition 
of our American farming interests. Sec- 
retary Wilson himself is on reeord as 
saying that results have not been satis- 
factory, and that little harm could ac- 
crue to the agricultural department 
from discontinuing the appropriation. 

Originally, the idea involved in the 
yearly distribution of garden seed wa 
to familiarize the farmers of the coun- 
try with the latest varieties of seed, and 
to encourage diversification in the mat- 
ter of crops. But this idea has long 
since become obsolete; and the distribu- 
tion of seed is now carried on largely 
for political purposes. Of course the 
agricultural department itself sends out 
some of the seed distributed; but most of 
the year’s supply is sent out by con- 
gressmen and senators, who manage 
adroitly to further their own political 
interests while ostensibly seeking to fur- 
ther the agricultural interests of their 
constituents. Since the same varieties 
of seed are sent out year after year, it 
is evident that if any good is accom- 
plished through the distribution, it 
must be of a political and not of an ag- 
ricultural nature. 

Whatever seeks to promote the welfare 
of the American farmer should meet 
with hearty encouragement: and if the 
distribution of garden seed over the 
United States, as now carried on, served 
to promote the agricultural interests of 
the country in the least, there would 
be no ground for opposing it But such 
is not the ¢ase; and as the matter now 
stands, the unneccessary expenditure of 
thousands of dollars annually in the 
purchase of seed supplies is diametrical- 
ly opposed to sound democratic princi- 
ples. Cannot this money be diverted 
into other channels whieh will enable it 
to insure better returns to the American 
farmer?

A Reihot Statement. 

To the public: The facts arising in 
the Whitten case concerning my ’ letter 
to the witness, Mr. Reville, have been 
correctly reported in The Atlanta Consti- 
tution, and the copy of the letter there- 
in published is likewise correct.

WHEAT CLOSED FRACTION OFF 


Trading iu the Coarser Grains Was 
Moderate and Closely Followed 
Wheat—Provisions Strong. 


Chicago, January 14.—At_ the close of @ 
dull, scalping session in wheat today May 
showed a decline of about %c. Furmness 
at Liverpool steadied the market early, 
but weak continental cables and selling 
by the Leiter interests caused marked 
weakness late in the day. Corn and oats 
wers practically at a standstill and closed 
unchanged. Provisions showed 2%¢c declines 
as the result of exceptionally heavy sebing. 

In wheat, the Liverpool market showed 
an opening \%d decline, but before busin?ss 
commenced ‘here it showed ted advance 
over yesterday's price. 
here at an advance of from % to ‘4c, and 
as later cablegrams reported continued 
firmness at Liverpool the price here kept 
creeping up by small fractions during the 
firet hour and a half. May opened at 30% 
@90%c as compared with yesterday's clos- 
ing of 9c. Though the demand was limit- 
ed, yet offerings were almost totally ab- 
sent, and by 11 o’clock 90%@9lc 
News from Argentine was not so bearish 
as yesterday, and the lessening of that pres- 
sure was of course felt. Private cable- 
grams from Liverpool said that Argentine 
offerings were decreasing and that market 
was firmer in consequence, and The Liver- 
pool Corn Trade News in another cable- 
gram confirmed the lessened offerings from 
Argentine. One feature of the Argeniine 
news that did not lend any assistance to 
the buoyancy was the export from there 
this week of 40,000 bushels which served 
as an indication to the trade that th ecrop 
of Argentine had now commenced to move 
toward the consumers. 

The Chicago receipts were 37 cars against 
18, the same date a year 2go. Minneapolis 
and Duluth reported 264 cars, against 333 
a wevk ago and 285 the corresponding day 
jast year. Total primary receipts were 
286,000 bushels against 259,000 bushels last 
year. The. visible is estimated ‘o show 
from 750.000 bushels to 1,000,000 bushels de- 
crease, against a decrease of 1,400.0 a year 
ago. The exports from the Atlantic sea- 
board ports were equal in wheat and flour 
to 592,00 bushels. The market had a good 
deal of encouragement from the liberal ex- 
ports, and ruled strong until the receipt of 
the closing cables, after which time an 
easier feeling prevailed. Liverpool main- 
tained its early strength, but Paris noted 
declines in wheat equal to from 1%c per 
bushel for January to %c per bushel for 
March and June, and Antwerp reported 2c 
per bushel declines in both red winter and 
Walla Walia. Some inquiry for wheat for 
export was advised from New York, but it 
was said to be at grices below the market. 
The market did not begin to feel the full 
effect of the weak continental cables until 
about half an hour from the close, but in 
the absence of any appearance of anxiety 
abroad to come after wheat here in any 
great quantity, the feeling became more 4g- 
gressively bearish. Leiter brokers osid 
wheat when ‘call’ price was reached, 
which started jiiquidation from other 
sources and in the last ten minutes of the 
session the market was very weak. May 
finally sold down to W@W tc and was at 
that price at the time. It was reported af- 
ter the close that vessel room had , been 
chartered for a million bushels of wheat 
for Leiter. 

Trade in the corn pit was lighter than on 
any previous day of this dull week. Only 
the narrowest kind of scaiping business 
wis done and price fluctuat.ons Kept within 
we, Light receipts ami the early firmness 
of wheat gave the market a firm under- 
tone, which was apparent to the end. 
May ranged from 29% to 2l%4c and closed 
unchanged at 29'¢c. 

Oats were quiet but 
There was moderate 
buying. Selling was scattered. 
sales and light receipts helped 
the market. May ranged from 23% to 
and closed unchanged at 235s@23%c. 

Provisions were enlivened by enormous 
selling of pork. lard and ribs, supposed to 
be for a Cleveland plunger. The market, 
however, absorbed the offerings with sur- 
prising ease, and though prices vielded 
some for a time, most of the deciine was 
ultimately recovered. Packers were all 
good buyers. At the close May pork was 
244.@5c lower at $9.371.99.40, May lard a 
shade lower at $%4.75@4.77% and May ribs 
2%c lower at $4.70.

This Was Bought Some Years Ago 
Before the Receivership. “_ 


MR. EGAN HAS INSPECTED THE ROUTE 


When the Belt Is Completed It Will 
Relieve the Grade Crossings in 
the City. 


HE Central has put a force of men at 

work cleaning up its right of way from 

East Point to Howell's station, and 
plans are being prepared to build a belt line 
around the city from thé Central to the 
Western and Atlantic. 

The Central owns 1.800 acres lying be- 
tween East Point and Howell's station 
and this property represents an outlay 
of a large sum of money. It was pur- 
chased six or seven years ago and a big 
price was pa’d for it. When the Central's 
property was sold this tract did not go 
with the railroad, but it was sold subse- 
quently by William Leaken, of Savannah,

house here in Fulton county. 
in the right of way was bought 
General Samuel Thomas and Mr. Thomas 
F. Ryan, who conducted the reorganiza- 
tion. 

Nothing has ever been done to the prop- 
erty since it was first bought for the Cen- 
tral. The idea then was to use it for.a 
belt line. 

The old plan has been revived. A few 
days ago Vice President J. M. Egan, of the 
Central, went all over the ground. He is 
an expert engineer, and it is said that 
he made a favorable report on the tfeus!- 
bility of constructing a belt road to con- 
nect the Central with the Western and 
Atlantic. These two roads preferred 
connections, one with the other, on traffic. 
The'r exchange of freight is now made 
through Atlanta. When this belt 
built the through cars will pass round the 
city and relieve the crossings inside the 
city limits. 

The Central owns a tract of land at East 
Point suitable for yards. The Seaboard 
and the Western and Atlantic both have 
yards at Howell’s. Mr. Egan had a short 
conference with Vice President St. John 
on Wednesday here in Atlanta. Neither 
would say anything about their interview, 
but there no question about the Sea- 
board co-operating. Both the Seaboard 
and the Southern have a belt line around 
the north side of the city. A belt on the 
south side has long been needed, and there 
are urgent reasons why one should be built. 
The Central’s right of way runs west of 
Fort McPherson and of Westview ceme- 
tery. The length of the projected belt is 
estimated at more than five miles.

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iZhere Are Some Large Herds of Cows 
Between Atlanta and Jonesboro 
and There’ll Be More. 


The Central railroad its behind a move- 
ment inten.led to build up the dairy itnter- 
ests along its line in this part of the state 
Vice President Egan believes thut the far- 
mers between Jonesbore and Atlanta could 
add many dollars to their income -every 
month if they would milk a few good cows 
and ship the milk to the city every day. 
More is being done on that line now than 
is generally known, and there are largs 
herds of cows on the farms through which 
the Central runs. 

One drawback heretofore has been the 
inability of the dairymen to put their milk 
in the city at an early hour. To provide 
for that requirement was cne purpose Mr. 
Egan had in mind when he put on an 
early morring train from Jonesboro. 

This train reaches Atlanta at 6:45 o’clock 
in the morning, quite early enough for a 
harge class of the milk trade. The Central 
is offering a low rate for milk shipments, 
and it carries the empty cans back td the 
dairymen free of charge. 

“There is a good profit in dairying,” said 
Mr. Egan, when in Atlanta this week. “It 
is ready money, too. It is coming in all] the 
time. The farmer who sells milk or but- 
ter does not have to wait six months for 
his money. Milk brings him in money 
day by day or at least every month. Dat 
rying builds up the farms, too. They grow 
richer and more productive. I found that 
many of the farmers along our line wanted 
to go into the business, but had been pre- 
vented because they had no conventent 
train schedules. So we arranged the sched- 
ules to suit the business and are offering 
low rates of freight on the milk. We will 
tring the milk on ovr early passenger 
train, which makes frequent stops between 
here and Jonesboro. The cans will be re- 
turned the same evening free. We want 
to co-Operate with our constituents and 
try to meet their wishes in point of service 
in every respect.” 


Oil Is Cheap Fuel. 


For some time the Baltimore and Ohio 
Southwestern Railway Company has been 
experimenting with crude oil for kindling 
fires in locomotives in place of using cord- 
wood, and the results obtained have been 
so satisfactory that it will hereafter be used 
on the whole line. 

During the month of November, 1897, at 
the company’s shops, which are located at 
Washington, Ind., and Chillicothe, O., 1,296 
fires were started with crude of], at a cost 
of $17.32, or 1.41 cents per fire. To have 
started the same number of fires with wood 
the cost would have been $306, or 24.96 cents 
por fire. This represents a saving of $288.68, 
and is very satisfactory.

For Driving Loose Stock on Residence 
St: eet—Trial in the Police 
Court. 


A case was made yesterday morning for 
the ar] iving of loose stock through a re 
de nce portion of the city. It was against 
etewart & Ray, the livery” stable men, 
and was tried the police court in the 
afternoon. 

As stated in The Constitution a few days 
ago, the recorder announced that under the 
city ordinances loose horses and mules 
could be driven through the business streets 
except between the hours of 8 and 9 a. m. 
and 2 and 3 p. m., and that at no hour of 
7 day could loose stock be driven on any 

the residence streets. 

Acting under the ruling of the recorder, 
Chief Manley had all the patrolmen noti- 
fied that persons must be arrested who 
used the residence streets for loose stock 
driving. 

The first case was made yesterday morn- 
ing by Patrolman Hollingsworth. He saw 
a drove of loose mules driven up Hunter 
Street toward the cemetery and he ascer- 
tained that the stock belonged to Stewart 
& Ray and he made the case against them. 

When it was called in the police court 
in the afternoon Mr. Ray was present to 
represent his firm. He admitted that they 
had instructed the drivers to take the mules 
out Hunter street. Mr. Ray said: 

“We were trying to reach the stock pens 
of the Georgia railroad. There are only 
two routes to reach the pens—Hunter and 
Decatur street. At 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon it is exceedingly dangerous and dif- 
ficult to drive a lot of loose mules out De- 
catur streets because it is so crowded. You 
will remember that there are only a few 
blocks of residences on Hunter street.” 

The arresting officer stated that there 
had been much complaint from people liv- 
ing on Hunter street. The recor§er was in 
doubt about what decision to make. While 
there had been a technical violation of the 
law, yet there were mitigating circum- 
stances. The stock pens of the Georgia 
railroad must be reached and it was more 
dangerous to go out Decatur street than 
it was Hunter. 

‘Judge Calhoun finally announced that he 
would postpone the case until this after- 
noon, and in the meantime he will hold 
a conference with Mr. I. S. Mitchell, the 
chairman of the council street committee.

DECISION AGAINST SAVANNAH. 


Inierstate Commerce Commission Ap- 
proves Lcw Rates from Charleston. 


The Savannah bureau of freight and 
transportation brought a case last year 
against the Charleston and Savannah rail- 
road, charging it with d'scrimination 
against Savannah in the matter of fertil- 
izer rates.

to adjust them in accordance with sug- 
gestions, with leave to the complainants 
to apply for an order if such an adjust- 
ment is not made.
